—Speed Limit Ten Miles on

Chief of Police Curpenter stated this 
morning that although it Was his inten- 
tion to enforce the new amendment to 
the motor vehicle act prohibiting motor 
cars from passing stationary street 
cars, it Js his intention to use discre- | 
tion in doing so. + 

“For instance,” said the chief, “I do 
not think that it, is. necessary in all 
cases for the automobile to remain at a 
standstill until the street car has start- 
ed. If this requirement were rigidly 
enforced it would mean, in many cases, 
an unnecessary inconvenience to the 
driver of the automobile. All that is 
necessary is that the automobile shall 
stop until all prospective passengers 
have boarded the car and those alight- 
ing haye gotten clear of the path of 
the auto, At First street and Jasper 
and Ninth and Jasper and any other 
place where the cars stop longer than 
{4s necessary for the passenger to get 
aboard or alight, automobiles may pass 
as soon as the drivers see the way is 
clear, 

“LE think the new provision a very 
good one and one that is aboslutely es- 
sential and it will be rigidly enforced 
except in the instance 1 have just mnen- 
tloned.” 

When asked concerning the new re- 
@ulution passed by the recent legis- 
laiure fixing the speed limit for auto- 
mobiles to 20 miles an hour inside the 
limits of a city, the chief said: 

“We shall not per mit any such speed 
within the limits of Edmonton, We haye 
a city ordinance fixing the limit for the 
city and that is the law we shall en- 
force, That limit is 10 miles\an hour 
on Jasper between Fifth street and 
Kinistino and between the C.N.R 
travks and Jasper on First street. Out- 
side those limits a speed of 15 miles an 
hour is the limit. I understand that as 
long as the city ordinance does not set 
a limit in excess of that permitted by

the provincial regulation it is con- 
slitutional Cities have the right to 
place any limit they may choose us 


long as it is not higher than that pro- 
vided by the province.” 

Chief Carpenter stated that there had 
heen no prosecutions under the new act 
as the police department had been 
waiting for drivers and owners of cars 
to become aware of the existence of 
such regulation, He advised drivers te 
begin observing the regulation at once 
however as there will be no formal no- 
tice served as to when arrests will be 
mude for its violation and that ignor- 
ance of the law is not an acceptable ex- 
euse In court,

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INDIANAPOLIS STREET CAR STRIKE | 
CAUSES SURGING MOB TO FILL, STREETS 


Police Notify Cc Gonpany to 
Withdraw Cars from Streets 


Declare that Otherwise ’ They They Would Be Unable to Prevent 
Bloodshed—Governor Declares City not Doing Their 
Duty in Failing to Provide Protection but Refuses to 


Call Out Militia. 


Indianapolis, Nov, 3.—The Tndlanaposy 
lis Traction and Terminal company, 
whose men went on strike Friday night, 
attempted to run its cars yesterday but 
gave up when notified by Superinten- 
dent of Police Hyland that the police 
would be unable to prevent bloodshed 
until the cars were withdrawn. 

Jos. Johnson, a striking motur man, 
was shot and wounded by a policeman 
who fired into the crowd that surged 
around the first car to be sent out. 
Two cars were taken from the barns, 
each filied with policemen, but the 
crowds packed around them so closely 
they could not be moved, Soon after 
the shooting of Johnson they were or- 
dered back to the barns, 


Won't Call Out Militia 

Governot Ralston in a statement to- 
night charged that the city authorities 
are not doing their duty in failing to 
provide protection. He declined to call 
out the militia, 

A further attempt will be made to 
start the cars tomorrow. Superinten- 
dent of Police Hyland notified Robert 
I. Todd, president of the Traction com- 
pany, that he would supply as many 
men as possible and Todd declared he 


would start the cars as soon as the 
police were ready to go with them. 

The downtown streets remained 
packed with people all day, although 
most of the disturbances ended when 
the attempts to move the cars ceased, 


No Effort to Disperse Crowds) 

The police mingled with the crowds, 
but made little effort to disperse them, 
except when the crowds surged too 
roughly around the deserted street cars 
that stood in the down town streets, 
Four policemen turned in their badges 
and resigned when ordered to accom- 
pany the cars, In spite of Superin- 
tendent Hyland’s orders to arrest patrol 
wagon loads in order to disperse crowds 
not more than a dozen men were taken 
to the police station during the day. 
Bicycle Policemen Golnisch and Bas- 
tin were struck with bricks and hurt 
while trying to disperse a crowd of men 
and boys at Illinois and Washington 
streets. Lieut. Barmherer in charge of 
the police guarding the Luisna street 
ear barns was struck by a piece of 
flying wood and had to be taken home. 

The streets around the  Louisina 
street barns where most of the im- 
ported strike breakers are held were 
crowded most of the day but the sym- 
pathizers made no move to attack the 
barns. Late last night however, bricks 
were used to break all the barn win- 
dows. ‘They were boarded up by morn- 
ing howeyer and the barn made as se- 
cure as a fort and the strike breakers 
spent most of the day there. 

Only Two Cars Full Out. 

Only when two cars filled with po- 
licemen and manned with © strike- 
breakers pulled out in the morning did 
the crowd prepare to offer violence,

are Disposed to Co-operate 


Will Lend Support to the United States in Solving Mexican 
Situation—Wilson Will not Formally 3 Receive 
Representatives of Constitutionalists 


Washington, D.C., Nov. 3.—Reports 
from John Lind, President Wilson's 
representative in Mexico, concerning 
his recent conferences in Vera Cruz, 
with the Russian, German and Norwe- 
gian ministers to Mexico, conveyed the 
impression to President Wilson today 
that there was a disposition on the 
part of theses diplomats to co-operate 
with the United States In lending their 
support to the plans of the Washington 
government for solving the situation. 

No announcement was made here to- 
day as to any future policy. Adminis- 
tration officials however, said that pub- 
lished stories for escaping armed in- 
tervention were not justified at this 
time, that there was nothing in the 
situation so far as the Washington 
administration was concerned to war- 
rant such an assumption. 

The arrival of Roberto V. Posquiera, 
an immisary from General Carranza, 
the constitutionalist chief, raised the 
question of whether the Washington 
government would receive representa- 
tions from the constitutlonalists. 

President Wilson made it clear to 
those who discussed the situation with 
him that officially the government 
could not receive any formal represen- 
tative, but that in some way or other 
the information which the constitution- 
alists desire to lay before the American 
government would be received. In that 
connection it became known that the 
constitutionalists at a recent confer- 
ence of chiefs decided not to ask for

Winnipeg, Man., Nov. 3.—One stu- 


dent is expelled and about ten others 
are suspended from lectures for vary- 
ing periods as a result of the recent 
“initiation” investigation by the facul- 
ty of the United college.

mstitution, It is these students who 
are being punished by expulsion and 
suspension. " 
Rey. Dr, Baird, one of the acting 
principals advised the men not to 
strike, as student strikes always had 
one ending, A meeting of the student 
body will be held this afternoon, when 
the whole matter will likely be dis- 
cussed by the students from their 
point of view. The principal defence 
of the students involved is that noth- 
ing was done to freshmen without the 
sanction of the victims.

EDMONTON’S RUINOUS 
COST OF ADMINISTRATION 

In the approaching municipal election, for which one 
ticket is already in the field, and for which many other candi- 
dates may be expected to develop within the next few days, 
the electors this time are entitled to know for what the candi- 
dates who offer themselves stand and no candidate who does 
not offer a clear-cut platform setting out his exact position 
and attitude toward the all-important municipal questions of 
administration’ should be given consideration. 

Edmonton has been since the first electing men to office 
on account of personal -popularity, prominence in business 
affairs, relationships to secret societies, length of residence in 
the city, location-of residence and many other equally foolish 
and absolutely irrevelant considerations. 

While this has been the system of selection there has 
been no attempt upon the part of candidates to give a com- 
prehensive outline of what is to be expected of them in the 
matter of policy of administration when elected. 

As a consequence of this grab-bag system of selection, 
Edmonton has risen to the proud distinction of carrying on an 
administration in which the cost of collecting and spending 
the cliy’s money—entirely aside from any consideration of the 
utilities—has reached the amazing total of 15 per cent., a 
cost of administering which would place any other institution 
except a very rich city in the hands of a receiver in six 
months. 

Edmonton, according to the belated annual report for 
1912 recently published, collected $1,263,000 on general 
revenue last year. The cost of administration, entirely aside 
from any cost of administering the utilities or of retiring its 
bonds; totalled for 1912 no less than $179,242.07, from 
which figures the 15 per cent. cost of administration is ascer- 
iained. 

What the cost of central administration will be this year, 
with the tremendous increases in cost that have been made 
through the additions of alleged cost experts and others, is 
something for which the ratepayers will wait with terpidation, 
not to say_anxiety. 

And while Edmonton has been reaching this ruinous cost 
of administration, the government of the province of Alberta, 
under much more difficult circumstances, with its activities 
scattered over an enormously greater area, and handicapped 
—as such governments are supposed to be—-by _ political 
exigencies, has handled its central administration at a cost of 
a fraction over 31% per cent. 

This is the serious question which the ratepayers of the 
city have to face, and their time to demand a correction is at 
the general municipal election. 

Unless candidates can show that they have some 
reasonable idea of how the city should proceed to cut an 
adminisiration expense which has gone to 15 per cent where 
it should be not over four or five, they_have no business as 
candidates. The electors are entitled to something better than 
the mere statement that candidates have proven themselves 
successful in their own business, that they are popular or 
that they are men of unquestionable integrity. It should be 
possible to find men who have all these qualities and who 
also have some ideas as to how $1,263,000 of the city’s money 
can be collected and expended at a less cost than $179,242.07. 
Otherwise, it would be well to call in the receiver without 
delay. 
ALL EYES IN POLITICAL WORLD 
CENTRED ON NEW YORK 

All eyes in the political world in United States are on 
New York, Probably no political fight in recent years has 
attracted so much attention as that between the Tammany 
forces with McCall as the candidate and the anti-Tammany 
forces with John Purroy Mitchell as candidate. 

Upon this fight Tammany’s existence is at stake more 
vitally than ever before. When Sulzer went down before 
the Tammany onslaught at Albany he was in the act of forcing 
through the legislature a direct primary bill and had he been 
allowed sufficient time this instrument for the disruption of 
miichine politics would certainly have become law. If Tam- 
Wuiny loses the city.of New York it is almost a certainty that 
the direct primary law will follow as a state enactment and 
with this will go to Tammany power to name candidates. 
The loss of this power would dethrone Murphy and the Tiger. 

That Tammany realizes the seriousness of the situation 
is best illustrated by the fact that for the first time in the 
history of the organization Murphy is giving interviews and 
appearing on the platform. He has been drawn out and is 
fighting desperately in the open, appealing to public opinion 
where he has heretofore relied upon the perfection of his 
organization, 

With the torces combined against him, it scarcely seems 
possible that the result on Tuesday can fail to be against 
Murphy.

Provincial Rugby Championship Comes to Edmonton for 
First Time After Hard Fought Game on Neutral Ground 
—Special Trains Run from Calgary and Edmonton to 


Battlefield. 


Saturday night about 71: 


20 o'clock a special C.P.R. train rumbled across the 


high level bridge and pulled into the station at Ninth and Jasper, bearing on 


board two valuable treasures, consigned to Edmonton. 


They were under a 


heavy guard of some 28 or 30 muscular men who had been sent out for the 
purpose of securing said treasures at the risk of life or limb and at the ex- 
pense of rival treasure seckers from a little town down the line known as 


Calgary. 


When those brave adventurers stepped from the train bearing with them 


those two valuable treasures they were 


followed by a band of some 300 


hilarious (a feeble adjective) persons who were interested in the acquisition 
«of those treasures to such an extent that they fairly staggered beneath their 


load of—joy. 


The members of the citizens’ band stood in a circle outside the station with 
horns to lips and cheeks inflated and afterward claimed they rendered “Hail! 


the Conquering Hero Gomes." 


Perhaps they did but no one heard owing to 


tremendous and continuous explosions of those aforementioned loads of joy. 
The band undismayed however headed a procession of treasure-bearers and 


Joy-bearers down Jaspor avenue. 


Sleeping Edmonten turned over and swore. 


The procession swept on winding up at last in front of Lewis Brothers’ cafe 


where the band finally had 
food and further revelry. 


The Causo of It All, 


“What was it all about?" 
now. Don't expose your ignorance. 
Burely you haven't gone two days 
without learning that. Well since it is 
#@ pleasant story we don't mind telling 
tt again even if it be old. Here's” the 
answer: The two treasures were the 
Senior and Intermediate rugby cham- 
pionships of AAlberta; the treasure 
seekers, the Eskimos and Civics foot- 
ball teams, and the joy-bearers were 
the elated fans who had been to Red 
Deer to see these two teams wrest 
these championships from the Calgary 
Tigers and the Calgary Mount Royals. 
And now while we are on the subject 
we may as well tell you” how it hap- 
pened. \ ‘ 

The most important part of the story 
is how the Eskimos trounced the Tigers 
and captured the Alberta rugby cham- 
pionship, demonstrating beyond ques- 
tion that they are the masters at last 
of thetr old time enemies, the Tigers 
It was a great game and a greater vic- 
tory. Playing brillant football, — the 
Sskimos won by the score of 10 to 7, 
The score does not indicate the real 
ratio of the merits of the two teams as 
Wdmonton’s score should have heen 
higher, However that doesn’t matter— 
it is enough to know they won. 

The crowd that saw the battle was 
not as large as that which witnessed 
the Thankselving Day game in Edmon- 
ton when the Tigers were beaten by the 
Eskimos by the score of 13 to 12, but it 
made up in enthusiasm for what it 
lacked in size. Edmonton sent about 
800 fans to Red Deer; the Calgary spec- 
fal brought about 200 and Red Deer 
contributed about 500, : 

The Calgary train reached Red Deor 
about 1 o'clock and the Edmonton train 
a half hour later. There was great ex- 
citement on the streets of the litt!e 
town and the police force was kept busy 
keeping a squad of playful men from 
kicking a football through plate glass 
windows on the main street and other- 
wise damaging the peace and dignity of 
the city. 


Civics Beat Mount Royal. 


After the Civics had licked the tay 
but of the Calgary Mount Royals to 
the tune of 8 to 1, the big game began, 
The chill in the air and the excitement 
of the close contest caused the game 
‘to be played to the accompaniment of 
rattle bones along the sidelines. 

The Eskimos played a better game 
than they did in the Thanksgiving Lay 
game. With Percy Hardlsty booting 
the ball the Tigers had nothing on thein 
in this department. Hardisty, the old 
slar shone as bright as he did in his 
pulmiest days. Bob. Pearson who re- 
fereed the game and who used to see

Perey play in his colleye days said after 
Wardisty never played 
a better game in his life. His punting 
was superb, he received punts in great 
style and ran them back like a quarter 
horse. 

Deacon White, coach of the Eskimos, 
deserves great credit for the clevor 
way in which he strengthened the weuk 
places in his team. He made several 
radical changes in the line-up in order 
to do so leaving out good men who were 
strong in some departments. of the 
game to put men in who would 
strengthen some other end of the play 
which needed bolsiering. The result 
was a well balanced team. 

The Tigers played a better game than 
they did in Edmonton, October 20. 
Tivey went into the game with a rush 
and a determination to win and fairiy 
swept the Eskimos off their feet during 
the first five ov ten minutes of play. 
They scored a rouge in the first few 
minutes and followed it with three 
more points when Dobie drop kicked a 
field goal. This made the score 4 to 0 
in the Tigers favor and several prom- 
inent Edmonton citizens had visions of 
dissipated rolls. 

Eskimos Get Busy 


But the Tigers were compelléd to 
halt in their march toward victory and 
give the Eskimos their innings. Cor- 
mack who played left outside wing for 
the local team in a brilliant manner, 
got down fast on one of Uard{sty's 
long kicks and recovered the ball when 
Doble allowed it to bounce off his 
manly bosom. This guve Hdmonton 
the ball on Calgary’s 15° yurd = line, 
Cullen was called upon for an end run 
and the little bullet came through with 
9 yards: Bailey bueked for the re- 
inainder of the required distance for 
first down and followed it with another 
yuck that carried the ball across for a 
touchdown. Stewart falled to convert 
and the score stood 5 to 4 in the 
Eskimo'’s favor. Early in the second 
quarter Bailey recovered the hail aiter 
Dobie had fumbled one of Perey’s long 
ones ind it was the Vishimos'’ pall on 
Calgary's 6 yard line.

Although it Is said by those who are 
familiar with the trip which the party 
is taking that there {is no need for 
alarm as yet, It is quite probable that 
they are having a tough journey. On 
leaving Athabasca the party went by 
seow down the Athabasca river 128 
miles to Pelican Rapids. It was the in- 
tention on the return journey to track 
back up the river. This is done by In- 
dians who run along the banks of the 
river towing the scow by means of 
ropes. Reports from that country 
State that the Athabasca river is freez- 
fne earlier than usual this year and it 
is possible that ice in the river has pre- 
vented the party from making the re- 
turn trip by water. If they are com- 
pelled to walk it is sald that it will be 
a most arduous journey” as there is 
practically no trail the greater part of 
the way which is through a vast wild- 
erness, 

Many of the party did not go pre- 
pared for such a long journey and arc 
not provided with the proper clothing 
either for rough traveling or cold 
weather. H. L. Williams wha is con- 
ducting the party promised “to’ have 
them back in Athabasca by last Thurs- 
It is quite certain therefore that 
something unlooked for has occurred 
to offset their plans. It is stated here 
in E@&nonton that unless the party_is 
heard from within a few days a party 
will be organized to go out to their 
relief.
